Continuation of Number 3 

Claims 3-4 as amended require additional consideration that is more than 
nominal. The deletion of "circuit" in the recitation of "resistor circuit" requires additional 
consideration, since a resistor is a more specific recitation and does not include the 
possibility of other circuit elements that are capable of providing a resistance. 

Similarly claim 12 has been amended from the broader recitation of "resistor 
circuit", to the more specific recitation of "resistor". Again, claim 12 as amended would 
require additional consideration that is beyond nominal. 

Claim 21 as amended requires additional consideration, because it was not 
amended to include all of the intervening the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims of the previous action. Claim 21 does not include the recitation of 
"wherein, the low power supply is ground", as recited in of the amendment filled 14 
November 2005. Thus, claim 21 would require additional consideration. 

Claim 24 was not amended to read over the cited prior art.
